There is a great reservoir of 
faith in, and affection for, Amer- 
ica, says the London correspond- 
ent.

But there 
are periods when the British be- 
come extremely annoyed with 
some of our policies. Our politics 
seem to them irresponsible. (This 
may be because no foreigner can 
comprehend the complexities and 
subtle nuances of our politics. 
Many Americans succeed no bet- 
ter.) Most of the British press 
still likes Ike, but also feels he 


has failed as a leader. | 


“U.S. Suzerainty”’

One indictment charges Brinson 
and Walden with defrauding the 
state of $1,000 on a sale of linens, 
blankets and uniforms to the 
parks department. The other 
charges Brinson and Rollins with 
defrauding the state of $3,000 
on the purchase of playground 
equipment, houshehold funiture 
and furnishings. 


Both indictments charge that 
Brinson, as director, paid the sell- 
ers in full “with knowledge that 
only portions” of property speci- 
fied in payment requests had been 
delivered. 


The Brinson-Walden offense date 
was listed as April 1, 1958, while 
the Brinson-Rollins offense was 
alleged to have occurred July 
10, 1957.

LEAVES HELICOPTER 


At 2:13 p.m. he was walking 
from the helicopter across the 
green grass to his vacation re 
tr@at. Soon thereafter he was 
playing golf. 


Even as Eisenhower landed 
here, doctors at Walter Reed were 
preparing to issue in Washington 
a medical report on Dulles’ con- 
dition. 

However, the White House ap- 
parently was aware of what the 
report would say. Press Secretary 
Hagerty told newsmen here that, 
regardiess of the doctor’s report, 
there would be no immediate 
change in plans to withhold for 
the time being a decision on 
whether Dulles will return to his 
post. 

DULLES’ DECISION 


The decision, which Eisenhower 
has said will be up to Dulles him- 
self, depends on how the secre- 
tary responds to new treatment 
for an abdominal cancer.

(His aides were Frank 
Grimsley and Frank Hester, both 
former FBI agents.

They are ignorant of or ignore simple 
safety rules. On the other hand, motor- 
ists themselves are guilty of carelessness 
and negligence and of disregarding pedes- 
trian rights. 

The traffic picture in Atlanta is not 
getting any brighter. Traffic Engineer 
Karl Bevins warns that if the number of 
cars on Atlanta streets and expressways 
continues to increase at the present rate, 
the expressway system itself will have 
to be enlarged time after time. Down- 
town is becoming more and more a plat- 
form for automobiles with the threat of 
hopeless congestion. 

Mr. Bevins asks a pertinent question: 
Where will we get the money or the 
land to enlarge the expressways? 

Meanwhile, traffic is a community 
problem which will continue to tax all 
our resources of leadership in finding 
solutions. The least each of us can do 
is to support all-out law enforcement 
in assuring a maximum of safety for 
pedestrians and motorists alike. After 
all, it is your life which is in danger.

Almost All States Have 
Their Money Troubles 


As the present state administration 
struggles to balance its books by bringing 
spending into line with revenues, it might 
be some consolation to note that Georgia 
is not alone in spending more than it 
takes in. 

Thirty-six states in the nation had 
deficit spending in varying degrees in 
fiscal 1958, according to the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce. This report 
shows the state spent $474,761,000 in all 


forms of general spending during the fis- ‘ 


cal year, $35,818,000 more than was spent 
in 1957. 

Total spending in fiscal 1958 repre- 
sented $125.90 per person, about $13.10 
less than the average for all states. 

Georgia’s debt also climbed consid- 
erably during 1958, advancing approx- 
imately $33,128,000 over the previous 
year—a gain of 12.5 per cent. Total 
amount owed had climbed to $297,093,- 
000, most of it in authority-type fi- 
nancing. There were additions to this 
during the last six months of the calen- 
dar year. |

Preston said Monday night he 
had “received assurances verbal- 
ly” from federal and state high- 
way officials that they will coop- 
erate in seeing that the proposed 
highway does not cross the Drakie 
plantation. 


Gillis said Tuesday he had not 
given Preston any such assurance 
and that the Federal Bureau of 
Roads would have to make the 
final decision on the highway’s 
location.

Lockheed Aircraft Corp. dis- 
closed Tuesday that it has de- 
veloped a bigger version of the 
C130 Hercules military trans- 
port to be called the Super 
Hercules. 

Robert I. Mitchell, director of 
Lockheed’s Georgia Division at 
Marietta, said the new plane will 
fill a need of high payload trans- 
port for both military and com- 
mercial aviation. 

The Super Hercules can make 
transatlantic hops with 50,00 
pounds of cargo at speeds up to 
370 miles per hour, he said.

As any young career girl, 
Marjorie has time for other ac- 
tivities — consisting of dates, 
courses at Emory, her own sew- 
ing and cooking, and summer 
travels. Last summer it was out 
to St. Louis and up to Michi- 
gan. This year it will be the 
same general route, but next 
year will be the opposite direc- 
tion — Europe. 


BUSINESS IS DIFFERENT 


Working for a business con- 
cern is quite a bit different from 
teaching school, even though 
the subjects are related. Carol 
Hester, young business woman 
is on the other end of the home 
economics field. She is con- 
cerned mostly with pupils who 
haye finished school and are al- 
ready homemakers. 


From the University of Geor- 
gia Carol came last July for a 
two-month training program. In 
September she was making 
calls on housewives who wanted 
to know more about their ranges 
and refrigerators. 


Recently Carol was called to 
a home where the lady of the 
house thought her oven was too 
hot. After making biscuits and 
baking them in her oven, Carol 
found that it was not the oven 
at all, but the dark, worn-out 
pan she was cooking in. Only 
experience can teach all the pos- 
sibilities that can prevent a per- 
fect product.

There 
is most often a high school home 
economics class that wants to 
see a demonstration. Many 
times a Brownie group or Girl 
Scout troop will come to watch 
a cake being made. Each dem- 
onstration is geared especially 
to the audience. Brownies watch 
simple cookie recipes while high 
schools are shown a complete 
meal. 


Non-paying activities creep 
into Carol’s life just as they do 
into Marjorie’s. She and her 
three roommates are taking a 
course at Emory. There are 
apartment duties such as cook- 
ing, washing dishes and clean- 
ing to be done. Entertaining is 
confined mostly to schoolmates 
who come for the weekend or 
to dates who drop in for a cup 
of coffee.

Two Work Better Than One 


Say Successful Thomases 


A pair of full-time artists, 
part-time bricklayers and any 
time travelers dropped in from 
Athens last week and admitted, 
under questioning, that they 
hold no brief with the old theory 
that two professional people 
under one roof is one too many. 


The highly _ successful 
husband-and-wife team of Mary 
and Howard Thomas say this 
“just is not so’’—at least in 
their case. 


From the time they first 
met at the University of Chi- 
cago and were married in 1945, 
they have painted together, 
traveled together, shared the 
same interests (including brick- 
laving, actually) without the 
slightest ripple of discord in 
the domestic realm. 


Mr. Thomas, incidentally, 
was last year’s winner of the 
Painting of the Year. 


The Thomases were in At- 
lanta specifically to deliver 
some of their paintings to the 
Browse, Borrow, Buy Gallery 


dozen or more paintings which 
they consider typical examples 
of their work. 


Though neither feels restrict- 
ed to any one technique of 
painting or any specific media, 
Mr. Thomas says that his’ wife 
is perhaps best known for non- 
figurative work, and that he 
might be called an abstract ex- 
pressionist. 


Although they use the same 
studio and paint steadily 
through the day till five o'clock, 
their work is quite different. 


38-FOOT STUDIO 


Their working hours are spent 
in a 38-foot studio, filled with 
tools of their trade, including 
something that seems rather 
primitive in a contemporary 
setting: a large cabinet con- 
taining innumerable samples of 
earth pigment, from the red 
clay of the Athens hills to the 
gray-greem rocks of the Sa- 
vannah River banks, dirt from 
Turkey and lapig lazuli from 
India. These Mr. Thomas 
grinds, mixes with binders and 


When they travel, which they 
do frequently, Mr. Thomas 
takes his sketch pad along. He 
has sketched over a large por- 
tion of the world, having made 
an extended tour of the Far 
and Near East two years ago 
as a cultural emissary of the 
State Department. 


Both are prime examples of 
a busman’s holiday routine. 


“The first thing we do when 
we arrive at any destination,” 
Mrs. Thomas confessed, “‘is 
to dash to the nearest museum 
or art gallery.” 


They seldom miss a major ex- 
hibition of paintings. They were 
very excited about the Larry 
Aldrich collection currently 
showing at the Museum, and 
are even more excited about 
the Columbia, S.C., biennial 
since Mr. Thomas’ Staccato is 
among the purchase award win- 
ners. 


If the Thomases have a for- 
mula for domestic compatabili- 
ty, it is simply this: We re 
spect each other as individuals.”

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Wolves on 


Wall Street

Is Being Fleeced 


‘NEW YORK (®—Stock market 
wolves on the fringes of Wall 
Street are catching suckers now- 
adays but a federal watchdog has 
the scent of the wolves. 


In a nutshell, that’s what Paul 
Windels Jr., regional administra- 
tor of the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission (SEC), said 
i an interview Tuesday. | 


Windels spelled out various 
forms of manipulation by which 
the wooly lambs among a public 
over-anxious for a fast buck are 
being fleeced. 


NOTES MANIPULATIONS 


The SEC said from Washington 
last week that it had observed 
signs of increased manipulation 
in Wall Street, that a ‘“‘substan- 
tial number”’ of investigations are 
in progress and that certain of 
these cases “may well result in 
criminal prosecution.” 


As head of the New York re 
gion of the SEC, Windels is in 
thé front line of these investiga- 
tions. Here is what he said: 


First, stock market pools are 
operating. They are outlawed wun- 
der the SEC act of 1934 and guilty 
persons are liable to imprison- 
ment for two years, a $10,000 fine, 
or both. 


The present-day pool, as he 
explained it, occurs when a group 
of floor traders on one of the ex- 
changes buys into a stock and by 
dexterous trading runs up the 
price until public buying is at- 
tracted. When the public is eager 
to buy at high prices, the pool 
members gradually and carefully 
“unload” and leave the public 
holding the bag. 


GLAMOR STOCKS CITED 


“Frequently they get custom- 
ers’ men to tout the stock,” said 
Windels. Customers’ men are se- 
curities salesmen in brokerage 
houses. “Many times it’s a glamor 
stock, maybe in electronics or 
missiles,” Windels added.

glibly on “escapees” and ‘“pa- 
rolees,”’ 


Evidence does not bear out the 
accusation, they contend, and 
many people are overlooking the 
deeper roots of the crime wave. 


Only one of the arrests made 
in connection with the recent wave 
involved a parolee, Parole Board 
chairman William Kimbrough and 
member Hugh Carney said. 


Hugh Carney Jack Forrester 

And Jack M. Forrester, Cor- 
rections Department director, said 
that as far as he knew; the only 
Georgia escapee accused in the 
crime wave was still at large. 

Escapees from other states have 
been involved, Forrester con- 
ceded. 


“Actually, we've got fewer es- 
capes now than we had four years 
ago,”” Forrester reported. 


And that is despite the fact 
that the prison population has in- 
creased greatly during the same 
period, he added. 


There were 386 escapes in 1957- 
58, as compared with 441 in 1953- 
54, he reported. In the same 
period the prison population rose 
by 1,720, to a total of 9,400. 


Forrester admitted that prisons 
were overcrowded. But ‘‘over- 
crowding is a result of the crime 
wave and not the other way 
around,” he said. 


Carney said that the overcrowd- 


| ing might have some weight in 
'influencing the Parole Board to 


parole prisoners and judges to put 
them on probation. 


But Carney said he thought this | 


had little to do with the crime 
wave.

The rate of revocation on pa- 
roles in the latest year for which 
figures are available was only 
4.5 per cent, as compared with 
rates as high as 40 and 50 per 
cent in some states, he said. 


Just as the parole officials say 
they are bound to make some mis- 
takes, Forrester said, ‘““There will 
always be some escapes.” 


But he and assistant director 
J. B. Hatchett believe the roots 
of the crime wave lie elsewhere. 


In particular they cited eco- 
nomic conditions. 


Forrester said, “The Benson 
farm program—low acreage and 
low price supports—is running 
people off the farms into the 
cities, and they can’t get jobs.” 


Hatchett said that in the past 
few days 36 persons convicted of 
misdemeanors in Fulton County 
were sentenced to prison because 
they could not afford to pay fines. 


Besides economic conditions, 
Hatchett blamed the general in- 
security of the times and a lack 
of respect for authority and ac- 
cepted standards, which in turn 
result from lax discipline in the 
home and school. 

Hatchett said he also thinks 
“preventive” policing — putting 
more officers on the city beats at 
night is an answer. 


“If you've got a well policed 


town, hoodlums know it and stay | 


out,” Hatchett declared.
